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GOVERNOR  BRIAN  SCHWEITZER 

Gov.  Brian  Schweitzer,  a  Democrat,  was  bom  in  Havre  Sept.  4,  1955,  the  son  of  Kay  and 
Adam  Schweitzer,  and  grew  up  on  his  parents’  ranch  in  the  Judith  Basin  near  Geyser.  He  is 
the  grandson  of  Irish  and  Ukranian  immigrants  to  Montana  in  the  early  1900’s  who  home¬ 
steaded  in  Hill  County.  He  earned  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  agronomy  at  Colorado 
State  University,  then  a  master  of  science  in  soil  science  from  Montana  State  University. 
He  is  married  to  Nancy  Hupp  who  is  from  Billings  and  has  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  botany 
from  Montana  State  University,  Bozeman.  After  graduating  from  MSU,  they  began  a  career 
of  irrigation  development  in  Africa,  Asia,  Europe  and  South  America.  During  seven  years 
in  Saudi  Arabia,  he  developed  more  than  28,000  acres  of  irrigated  cropland.  Returning  to 
Montana  in  1986,  the  couple  has  owned  and  operated  farms  in  Flathead,  Sanders,  Rosebud, 
and  Judith  Basin  counties.  In  1993,  he  was  named  to  the  Montana  USDA  Farm  Service 
Agency  Committee  which  has  advisory  responsibility  for  operation  of  FSA  in  Montana. 
He  resigned  in  1999  to  run  for  the  U.S.  Senate.  The  governor  received  an  award  in  1995 
from  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  outreach  efforts  to  Native  Americans.  In  1996, 
he  was  appointed  to  the  Montana  Rural  Development  Partnership  Board.  Gov.  Schweitzer 
was  named  in  1999  to  the  National  Drought  Task  Force,  a  16-member  national  board  to 
review  policy  and  report  to  Congress  an  improved  coordination  response  to  drought  emer¬ 
gencies  nationwide.  The  governor  and  his  wife  have  three  children,  sons  Ben  and  Khai 
and  daughter  Katrina.

He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  of  the  Billings  Chamber  of  Commerce,  First  Interstate  Bank  West,  Yellowstone  Boys 
and  Girls  Ranch  and  the  Billings  Studio  Theater.  John  served  as  chairman  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society,  and  is  presently  a  member  of  the  St.  Patrick’s 
Catholic  Church  Parish  Council.

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Lawmakers  of  Montana 

A  great  tradition  dating  back  more  than  half  a  century,  “Lawmakers  of 
Montana”  was  first  published  for  the  1951  session  of  the  Montana  Legis¬ 
lature. 

The  first  edition  had  a  light  green  cover  and  noted  it  was  ’’Compliments 
of  Sen.  J.  Hugo  Aronson.”  History  buffs  know  that  J.  Hugo  Aronson,  a 
Republican  oil  producer  from  Cut  Bank,  was  elected  Montana  governor  the 
following  year.  The  first  book  was  compiled  by  E.N.  Joffray  who  was  an 
assistant  sergeant-at-arms.  It  is  unclear  whether  he  served  in  the  Senate  or 
the  House  of  Representatives.  In  addition  to  Gov.  John  Bonner,  Lt.  Gov. 
Paul  Cannon  and  the  legislators,  photos  of  the  secretary  of  the  senate,  chief 
clerk  of  the  house  and  sergeant-at-arms  in  both  bodies  appeared  in  the  first 
book.  That,  however,  was  the  only  year  staff  photos  were  printed. 

Subsequent  “Lawmakers  of  Montana”  in  the  1950’s  had  light  colored  covers 
until  1959  when  the  cover  was  metallic  gold,  similar  to  the  copper  cover 
today.  Those  editions  were  “Compliments  of  The  Independent  Record.” 
The  only  session  since  1951  for  which  “Lawmakers  of  Montana”  was  not 
published  was  1961.  This  was  roughly  the  time  the  Anaconda  Company 
sold  its  Montana  newspapers,  including  Helena’s  Independent  Record,  to 
Lee  Enterprises.  This  may  have  been  why  no  book  was  published  for  that 
session. 

Publication  resumed  for  the  1963  session  and  has  continued  until  today 
with  basically  the  same  format.  These  versions  have  all  had  metallic  cop¬ 
per  covers,  hence  the  book’s  nickname,  the  “Copper  Book.”  The  Anaconda 
Company,  Butte,  published  the  book  until  it  became  a  sibsidiary  of  Atlantic 
Richfield.  When,  for  the  1987  session,  Atlantic  Richfield  announced  it 
would  no  longer  publish  “Lawmakers  of  Montana,”  a  group  of  trade  as¬ 
sociations  banded  together  to  assure  this  yearbook  of  legislators  would 
continue  to  be  printed. 

The  “Copper  Book”  remains  a  valuable  resource  for  legislators,  lobbyists 
and  reporters  as  well  as  the  public  with  its  photos  and  background  informa¬ 
tion  about  each  of  the  150  legislators  plus  the  governor  and  the  lieutenant 
governor— thanks  to  those  listed  at  the  front  of  the  book  who  have  chosen 
to  be  sponsors  of  this  great  Montana  tradition.
